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A 35,000-man  reduction  of  Army  and  Air  Force  troop 
strength  in  Germany  next  year  is  being  proposed  to 
NATO  by  the  United  States. 

The  proposal  followed  the  recently-concluded  tri- 
partite talks  among  Britain,  Germany  and  the  United 
States  on  the  Federal  Republic’s  buying  military  equip- 
ment to  help  maintain  allied  troops  in  the  country. 

“The  total  of  the  prospective  German  military  pur- 
chases does  not  match  the  U.S.  foreign  exchange  ex- 
penditures in  Germany  for  military  purchases,”  a May 
2 State  Department  release  said. 

$100  Million  Annual  Savings 

U.S.  officials  estimated  that  almost  $100  million 
might  be  saved  annually  in  the  adverse  balance  of  pay- 
ments or  “gold  flow”  drain.

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Defense  Manpower  Official 
Testifies  on  Need  for  Draft 

Without  Selective  Service  the  nation  would  be  hard 
put  even  to  maintain  pre-Vietnam  force  level,  a DOD 
Manpower  official  told  Congress  April  27. 

“I  have  personally  seen  no  responsible  study  which 
even  suggests  the  feasibility  of  maintaining  the  current 
military  force  of  about  3.4  million  without  reliance 
upon  the  draft,  and  would  consider  this  to  be  grossly 
unfeasible,”  said  Dr.  Harold  Wool,  Director  for  Pro- 
curement Policy  and  General  Research. 

The  bulk  of  his  testimony  to  the  Joint  Economic 
Committee  concerned  a study  ordered  by  President 
Johnson  in  1964  and  delivered  to  Congress  last  year  to 
determine  if  an  “all-volunteer”  force  was  feasible. 

The  study’s  main  conclusions  were  summarized  as 
follows: 

• Absence  of  a draft  would  drop  military  strength 
to  two  million  or  slightly  higher. 

• Attempting  to  maintain  the  2.7  million  pre- 
Vietnam  troop  level  on  a completely  voluntary  basis 
could  cost  from  $4  to  $17  billion  annually,  with  $8 
billion  the  most  probable  estimate  with  a four  percent 
unemployment  rate. 

• Even  this  outlay  would  not  assure  an  adequate 
supply  of  better  educated  manpower  for  the  many  pro- 
fessional and  technical  specialists  needed  by  the  Armed 
Forces. 

• Most  important,  the  all-volunteer  system  would 
give  very  limited  flexibility  to  increase  military 
strengths  even  moderately  within  a short  time  period.

SHAPE  Commander  Testifies

NATO  is  making  every  effort  to  reorient  its  military 
structure  without  France  and  still  provide  the  neces- 
sary deterrent  and  defense,  Gen.  Lyman  L.  Lemnitzer 
told  Congress  in  late  April. 

The  SHAPE  commander  noted,  however,  that  France’s 
geographical  position  gave  the  land  area  needed  for 
deployment  in  depth  and  that  her  loss  to  the  alliance 
increases  NATO  vulnerability  to  some  degree. 

Gen.  Lemnitzer  made  these  remarks  before  the  House 
Foreign  Affairs  Committee  April  27  when  testifying 
on  the  Military  Assistance  program  in  Europe  which 
he  described  as  a combination  of  major  grants  and  sales.

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Marine  Platoon  Sergeant 
Wins  Medal  of  Honor 
For  Heroic  Sacrifice 

A Marine  platoon  sergeant,  who 
chose  to  sacrifice  his  life  by  covering 
a grenade  in  order  to  protect  the  lives 
of  his  men,  became  the  fifth  Marine 
to  receive  the  Medal  of  Honor  for 
action  in  Vietnam. 

Mrs.  Eleanor  M.  Connor,  widow  of 
SSgt.  Peter  S.  Connor,  accepted  the 
nation’s  highest  military  award  from 
President  Johnson  at  ceremonies  at 
the  White  House  on  May  2. 

Sergeant  Connor  was  platoon  ser- 
geant of  the  Third  Platoon,  “F”  Co., 
1st  Marine  Division,  during  a search 
and  destroy  operation  in  Quang  Ngai 
Province  on  Feb.  25,  1966,  when,  in 
an  attempt  to  destroy  an  enemy  spider 
hole  emplacement,  he  discovered  the 
grenade  he  was  holding  was  defective. 

According  to  the  citation,  SSgt. 
Connor,  “upon  pulling  the  pin  . . . 
realized  that  the  firing  mechanism 
was  faulty,  and  that  even  as  he  held 
the  safety  device  (the  spoon)  firmly 
in  place,  the  fuze  charge  was  already 
activated.” 

Determining  that  he  could  not  safe- 
ly throw  the  grenade  and  “manifest- 
ing extraordinary  gallantry  ...  he 
chose  to  hold  the  grenade  against  his 
body  in  order  to  absorb  the  terrific 
explosion  and  spare  his  comrades.” 

Air  Force  Revises  Course 
For  Air  Traffic  Controllers 

The  Air  Force’s  air  traffic  controller 
training  course  for  Army  personnel 
has  been  revised  to  meet  combat  needs 
in  Southeast  Asia. 

About  1,220  Army  controllers  are 
trained  annually  by  the  Air  Training 
Command  at  Keesler  AFB,  Miss. 

Army  students  will  now  be  trained 
on  Army  equipment. 

In  the  past,  Army  controllers  were 
trained  in  the  basic  fundamentals  of 
traffic  control  and  equipment  using 
Air  Force  apparatus.  Once  on  the 
job  they  had  to  cross-train  on  the  par- 
ticular radar  systems  used  by  the 
Army.

Previously  he  served 
as  CG,  XVIII  Airborne  Corps  and 
commanded  U.  S.  troops  during  the 
Dominican  Republic  peacekeeping 
mission. 

The  President  named  Lt.  Gen.  Jean 
Engler,  present  Deputy  CG,  USARV, 
for  assignment  as  Army  Deputy  Chief 
of  Staff,  Logistics.  Gen.  Engler’s 
previous  assignments  include  duty  as 
CG,  U.  S.  Army,  Japan  and  CG,  U.  S. 
Army  Supply  and  Maintenance  Com- 
mand. 


U.S.  Naval  Academy 
Board  of  Visitors 
Concludes  Meeting 

Naval  Academy  Superintendent 
RAdm.  Draper  L.  Kauffman,  his  of- 
ficers, faculty  and  staff  were  cited  for 
significant  improvements  in  the  acad- 
emy’s academic  program  following  a 
four-day  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Visitors  last  week. 

Four  areas  which  received  specific 
attention  from  the  Board  of  Visitors 
were  the  academy’s  master  building 
plans;  proposed  plans  for  further 
civilianization  of  the  staff ; the  Im- 
mediate Masters  Degree  Program,  and 
a controlled  experiment  in  computer- 
aided  instruction. 

The  board  re-affirmed  its  position 
that  the  50/50  ratio  of  civilian  and 
military  faculty  members  should  be 
maintained  and  took  exception  to  any 
move  that  would  change  a substantial 
number  of  present  military  billets  to 
civilians. 

A close  examination  of  the  acad- 
emy’s five-year,  $60  million  building 
program  was  undertaken,  and  the 
board  recommended  replacement  of 
old  facilities  rather  than  renovation. 
Such  a move,  Board  Chairman  Guy 
Stillman  said,  would  be  sound  fiscal 
policy  and  would  provide  for  future 
expansion. 

Air  Force  Sergeant  Named 
Economy  Champ'  of  1967 

Inscribed  in  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission’s Hall  of  Economy  Champs 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  is  the  name  of 
an  Air  Force  sergeant.
